whose position, honourable feeling and 
obligations should: have kept them from 
such questionable -proceedings, is one 
which may legitimately form the subject 
of public comment. The initiation of 
the present discussion was not very 
happy, as the first shot would seom to 
have been fired at the wrong time, and 
the Morgan torpedo appeara ta. have been 
pointed at the wrong man, Even sup- 
posing that Mr Belilios had done all 
that was hinted at in connection with 
Bank stock—which, however,. that gen- 
tleman has distinctly and emphatically 
denied in his published letter—that fact 
could have had little bearing upon his 
apparently unexceptionable conduct as a 
director of the Steamboat Company. 
Still the lumbering car of public opinion 
has been fairly started, and, with our 
correspondent “ Vindex,” we trust that 
the “many questions in regard to the 
duties aud responsibilities of directors of 
public companies” will shortly reach a 
final and satisfactory solution. We have 
no hesitation in saying that any Direotor 
of any public Company, who is paid for 
certain services rendered or supposed to 
be rendered to the general body of share- 
holdera, ought at once te vacate his’ seas 
on the Board when he begins to speculate 
in its stock, By speculation, of course, 
is here meant’ that trading upon the 


credtlity and sensitiveness of sharehold-}*~ 


era which, although all too prevalent, is 
frowned down upon and called ugly 
frames on the “English Stock Exchanges, 
ff a large shareholder merely seeks a 
favourable opportuuity; as Mr Belilios 
asserts he has done, to realize the shares 
he has long held as an investment, sells 
them, and is then satisfied, that cannot 
be termed speculation in the’ sense ‘here 
intended. If, by throwing a large 
amount of stock upon the market. at.

nity like Hongkong, where the market 
is the more. sensitive because of the 
smallness of its field, it is not pleasant 
to meet-with “Bulls” or “ Bears” of any 
colour, But when, as is alleged, men, 
whose duty it is to impart confidence in 
the stock of a company in every way,’ 
condéscend to assume this role, then the. 
honest, legitimate investor is not 
only placed at a great disadvantage, 
but the person so acting forgeta or 
ignores his moral obligations, . If such 
things are or have been going on in this 
Colony, and many young men (and some 
old ones, too) have found their long- 
conserved savings ewept away because of 
their indiscreet trust In, the ignus fatuus 
‘thus engendered, then it is the duty «£ 
all honest men of business to seo that 
such sharp practice shall not pass un- 
noticed. If, on the other hand, there 
have been no irregularities of the kind 
mentioned—and we know absolutely of 


—} none asyet—and the crushing losses of the- 


share-buyers were merely the result of 
the vicious system of time-bargaing, then 
it is manifestly unfair that gentlemen in 
the position of Directors—all “ honour- 
able” men—should be subjected to sus- 
picions‘of sich a nature, After-dinner 
chat and curb-stone gossip are all very’ 
well in their way, but it is not upon 
such materials that the honourable status 
of leading. merchants is to be_gauged, 
If, then, hard facts are procurable whero- 
with to support the suppressed murmur- 
ings of the public voice, let them be pro- 
duced,: and let the issue between the 
shareholding community and certain mys- 
terious entities bo clearly defined.

A OOMPLAINT AGAINST THE AMERICAN

When the defendants in the above case 
had b:en disvharged, one of them, Nelson,

Worship and asked bim ‘for advice. Iam 
a British seaman out of employment. Iam 
living at the present time in the Gaol, being 
& destitute, and have boon there the pust 
three weeks. As things are dull amongst 
British ships I went to the American

before on the 18th of June. I was quite 
sober and quiet, and have not tasted spirits 
for more than a month, [consider that I 
have been badly used, as‘the Consul could 
‘not have proved the charge he made against 
me. I have been locked up since 3 p.m. 
yesterday, and would like to bring a charge 
against Uolonel Mosby for having me 
detained on a false charge. :

Tho Tagiateato informed. him that the

A ROGUE AND VAGABOND. 


Li Achung, coolie, was charged with 
stealing one jacket, a basket, and some 
cooking utensils, value sixty cents.

Within half an hour the roof fell in, and 
it was then that the flames seemed to be in, 
their glory as they leapt high into the air, 
illuminating the whole of the. Settlement, 
and bidding defiance to fire brigades, seamen 
and engines, About twenty minutes later 
the front wall came down with a crash across 
Main Street, and for a little while some 
anxiety was felt lest the German Consulate 
should ignite. This threatened new danger 
was at once attacked, and streams of water 
kept directed on the building and the burn- 
ing mass.at the foot 6f it until the danger 
was over. Though’thwarted in this direo- 
tion the flames still continued to barn most 
persistently towards Messrs Sargent & Tar- 
sari’s premises until they seized upon the 
roof, -By this time nothing was left of the 
Central Hotel but a mass of burning beams 
and cinders; and the 
with the unocoupied” 
the. opposite direction, which were also soon 
gutted with flame. Messrs North, Thomp- 
son’s chemist and ‘druggist store was now 
in imminent danger of being consumed. 
The manager of this. establishment and 
his staff seemed to be the -only persons 
who kept their wits about them in salving 
theit goods. Without any-- nunecessary 
bustle, yet with admirable celerity, the 
bottles of chemicals, drugs 9nd nick- 
nacks ‘which comprised. the stock-in- 
trade of the shop were removed, with 
little or no damage, to the stone godown-at 
the back. Mr Fitzgerald, the sodawater 
manufacturer of the firm, also removed his 
machinery with’ equal promptitude, losing 
nothing but eighty dozen of mineral waters, 
which the thirsty Jack-fars swallowed to 
“wash down the smoke which had accumulated 
in their throats. Having. secured their 
goods Messrs. North, Thompson awaited 
calmly the approaching catastrophe; for at 
one time it seemed as if their store was 
certainly doomed to destruction. Fortun- 
ately, o small passage, some three feet wide, 
separated it from the burning building and 
so enabled the firemen to cope more sucoess- 
fully~withthe~ fire; which-wes—eventually-| 
completely overcome before it obtained a 
strong hold on the store. In the meantime 
the firemen had been successful in staying 
the progress of the flames in the opposite 
direction, but not before Messrs. Sargent & 
Farsari’s and Mr Brett’s* premises were 
gutted. The proprietors of these establish- 
ments were not so fortunate in selving their 

oods as Messrs, North, Thompson. They 
jad no strong godown to,put them in; 
and though a considerable quantity .of sta~ 
tionery was conyeyod into Messrs. Kelly & 
Co,’s yard, still a lot was burnt and more 
stolen, And Mr. Brett was not even so for~ 
tunate as Messrs. Sargent and Farsari in 
saving his chemicals and drugs. He had 
nowhere to put his wares, aud so they were 
recklessly smashéd or stolen. Indeed, it 
seemed a great pity that the numbers of 
seamen who were standing idly by were not; 
utilised in salving the furniture and wares 


of the burning and adjacent buildings, which |
